MEMORANDUM FOR AMBASSADOR COLLIES 
Subject : LtnCol Lan 


1* Lt-Col Lan, G-6 of VNA, visited me at 130Q today* 

2* Lan said he had just seen Defense Minister Minh with General 
Vy* Minh asked Lan to leave the country within 48 hours, "for the 
good of the country"* Mi nh gave Lan the choice of either going out 
on a mission, for schooling, or on leave* 

3* General Vy told Minh, according to Lan, that Vy had been 
asked to assume responsibility for the army, and that there 
been no actions by Lan requiring discipline since then * It 
appears that Vy is getting quite touchy on this point. I told 
Lan that there were rumors in government circles that his car had 
been reported on the scene of some assassination attempts in the 

if he ever attested such action it would be neither his car nor 
license plates* 

4« Lan commented that if the government would only be big, 
recognize he had taken orders in the past, ask him to help now, 
that he would give his life for the , government to help it. (This 
is a true Asian reaction). I reminded Lan that he knew he would be 
si ngle d out* He said all right, he was ready then* 

5* Is there any possibility of U.S* servioe schooling for Lan? 

I feel he would be a good regimental commander. Perhaps he could 
go to France on leave and be picked up from there* 

6, Incidentally, Minh told him that Gen Allesandri was writing 
VP a new plan for G-6, completely reorganized. It is doubtful if 
Allesandri understands the Special Forces requirements for G-6.
